2. Claims 1, 3-6, 8-14 and 16-23 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

Regarding claims 1 and 18, the prior art references Edinger, Levi and Thomson fail to 
teach automatically interrogating the product unit to identify the TSID for the product unit. There 
is no suggestion or motivation in the references to combine with any other references to teach the 
limitation. 

Since claims 3-6, 8-14, 16, 17 and 19-23 are dependent claims, these claims are also 
allowed.
